TRIED TO KILL HER FATHER 


Desperate Struggle Ends In Capture of 
Shooter, Who May Die of Inju- 
ries Inflicted by Crowd. 


Mrs. Frances McCabe, the twenty-year- 
ol4 wife of Warner W. McCabe, a manu- 


facturer of building material, who'lives at 
826 Hewitt Place, in the Bronx, was shot 
three times in the back at'the home. of: 
her father, Dr. Isidor Rosenthal, 87 Glen- 
more Avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday ‘after- 
noon by a young man, who has been fol- 
lowing her about for months, her' family 
says. He told the police that he was 
Samuel Mannes, of 388 West Ninety-eighth 
Btreet. Mannes shot at the girl's moth- 
er, and a bullet intended for her father 
went into a wall when the father forced | 
the revolver away from his stomach. | 
Mannes in the scuffle with Dr. Rosenthal | 
and some neighbors was hit on the head a} 
number of times with clubs, and probably 
has a fractured skull. Mrs. McCabe and 
Mannes went to St. Mary’s Hospital in} 
the same ambulance. Both are likely to 
die. Two of the bullets that hit Mrs. 
McCabe penetrated the lungs, while -the 
third made a flesh wound. 

At the hospital Mrs. McCabe said that 
Mannes had better die now, or her hus- 
band would kill him when he recovered. 

Dr. Rosenthal said that his daughter 
Was married to Mr. McCabe a year ago. 
McCabe, he said, was obliged to spend a 
large part of his time traveling. Two 
months ago, he said, Mrs. McCabe met 
Mannes, who began to annoy her at vice 
with his attentions. She complained ‘*o 
her husband, who told her that he would 
shoot Mannes on sight. He did not, how- 
ever, meet Mannes. Some days ago he 
tceld his wife that he was going to leave 
town for a business trip and that to 
escape the attentions of Mannes shoe had 
better go for a vacation trip to the coun- 
try. Sho went to Monticello and several 
Sullivan County resorts, but, according 
to her father, Mannes appeared at cach 
cof these places. Then she returned to 
New York. Mannes, according to tne 
story, tbreatened to kill her unless she 
would elope with him. She also said that he 
threatened to get into her apartment and 
break the furniture. On Wednesday Mrs. 
McCabe went to her father’s house, in 
Brooklyn. He then tried to get into com- 
munication with her husband, to bring 
him back to town, but was unaole to 
reach him, 

On Thursday Dr. Rosenthal went to the 
McCabe apartment in the Bronx. He 
says that it had been broken into and 
the furniture broken. Two nights ago 


his daughter Flossie told him that two 
men stood before the Brooklyn house 


while she was on the stoop, and one of 
them fuolrished a knife. She screamed 
and ran into the house, whereupon the 
two men ran away. 

Late yesterday afternoon, according to 
Dr. Rosenthal, Mrs. McCabe’s younger 
sister, Flossie, and another girl were ait- 
ting on the stoop when Manne dahed 
up the steps and into the house. He 
went straight through to the gichen, 
where Mrs. McCabe, her moher, and a 
still younger brother and sister were. 
Mannes took out a revolver and pointed 
it at Mrs. McCabe. 

“T’ve got you now,” he shouted. 

Mrs. Rosenthal pushed her daughter to 
one side and she ran through another 
room toward the front door. Mannes, | 


according to the Rosenthals, then fired at 
the mother, but missed her. At the sound 
of the shot Dr. Rosenthal ran out into the 
hall from his office, which was at the 
front of the house. His daughter came! 
flying to meet him, while after her came 
Mannes. Mrs. McCabe dashed past her 
father into his office, while Mannes, push- 
ing Rosenthal aside, followed. In the 
office Mrs. McCabe stumbled and fell 
over a chair, face downward. McCabe 
fired ‘and hit her in the shoulders three 
times. Then her father rushed in and 
grappled with Mannes. Mannes put his 
revolver to the doctor’s stomach, but 
Rosenthal seized the hand that her the 
revolver and forced it upward. The re- 
volver was discharged and the bullet 
lodged in the wall. 

Then Rosenthal succeeded in twisting | 
the revolver out of Mannes’s hand. Stfll | 
fighting, Mannes forced his way towar: 
the door, which was open. The men,|} 
locked together, went through the door 
into the hall, and out the street door to! 
the stoop. There they struggled for a} 
few moments. In the end they pitched! 
off the stoop into the area below. Man- 
nes was underneath, the drop was seven 
feet, and the younger man was knocked 
out by the fall. ‘ 

Neighbors who recognized Dr. Rosen- | 
thal went to his aid, and several of them 
beat Mannes over the head with canes or 
clubs, Mannes was unconscious when the 
police arrived. 

The police say that they were told that 
Mannes was engaged to Dr. Rosenthal's 
daughter prior to her marriage with Mc- 
Cabe, but this Dr Rosenthal denied. 
Mannes in the hospital became consciovs 
and said that it was not true that he 
had known Mrs. McCabe oniy two 
months. He had known ber for a much 
longer time, he said. He also asserted 
that she owed him money. These later 
statements were denied also by Dr. Ro- 
senthal.

Howard Carlton, one of the receivers 
for the South Baltimore Car Works, at 
Curtis Bay, said to-day that Mr. Charles 
B. Roberts was one of the stockholders 
in the concern, but he did not think that 
the receivership indicated any heavy loss 
for Mr. Roberts, as his holdings were 
light. 

**I know of no business in which Mr. 
Roberts was connected which could in 
any way have inspired such an attack 
upon him as happened at Atlantic City,” 
he said. “ My idea is that ft was some 
one who was bent on robbing him, and 
that alone.”’ 


ROBERTS MAY RECOVER. 


The Only Danger Is from Septic Pois- 
oning—Robbery Only, Roberts Says. 
Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, Aug. 29.—There is 
growing belief here to-night that some- 
thing of the shooting may be known by 
a member of Mrs. Williams's family, who, 
it is said, has been heard to threaten 
Roberts on several occasions. 

It is now believed that should Mr. Rob- 
erts recover the case would be dropped, 
but should he die it would, of course, be 
necessary to make a complete investiga- 
tion. 

The surgeons at the Atlantic City Hos- 
pital performed an operation upon Rob- 
erts soon after he was brought in after 
the shooting. The bullet had pierced the 


liver and had lodged in the muscies of 
the back. It was not extracted, and it is 
said that it was a desperate chance which 
the surgeons took in performing an cpera- 
tion at all. Roberts is now in a falr 
way to recove-y, unless septic polsoning 
should set in. A sufficient time has not 
yet elapsed to determine whether this wilil 
be the casc 

Mrs. Charles B. Roberts, wife of the 
wounded man, to-day denied absolutely 
that there were any relations between her 
husband and Mrs. Williams which would 
lead her to believe anything other than 
the robbery motive as the cause of the 
Wednesday night shooting, 

“The robbery theory is the only one 
that I entertain for a moment,’ Mrs. 
Roberts said. ‘*‘ You have heard the police 
theory of personal vengeance, of course. 
It is foolish. Mrs. Williams and I are the 
best of friends and have been since child- 
hood. We live close together in Balti- 
more and in the country. She had the 
right of old and close friendship to be} 
with Mr. Roberts. There is absolutely 
nothing in this excepting an attempted | 
holdup.”’ 

Mrs, Roberts was admitted to her hus- 
band’s room in the hospital this morning | 
for the first time. It is said she uttered | 
his name faintly, and then collapsed whes | 
she saw him. Mrs. Williams is still here, 
but she has made no effort to see Roberts, 
and she is keeping to her room at the 
Hotel Brighton. She does not even appear 
in the dining hall, but has everything sent 
to her rooms, 

Though it was declared earlier in the 
week, before the shooting occurred, that 
she would leave for Baltimore to-day, she 
has not made any arrangements to do so 
thus far. The police say they are not 


| holding her as a witness and she is free 


to leave the city when she chooses. 

Several fantastic stories, which may or 
may not have bearing upon the case, 
have been in circulation here to-day. One 
of these is to the effect that the indi- 
vidual who did the shooting was not a 
man, but a woman in disguise—a woman 
who may have had some personal grudge 
against Mr. Roberts. The theory is 
laughed at by the police, who say they 
have the evidence of every one con- 
cerned that it was a thoroughly masculine 
voice which made the demand of Mr. 
toberts to hold up his hands and to get 
out of the rolling chair. 

Rabbi Henri Fischer of the Beth Israel 
Congregation, who lives at 112 Pacific! 
Avenue, said to-day that when he heard | 
the shooting he looked toward the Board- 
walk and saw a commotion. He declares 
there were three persons rushing from 
tiie walk, but in the darkness and storm 
he was unable to see how they looked. 
This is looked upon by the police as a 
mild sort of evidence that whoever did 
the shooting may have had accomplices.

Man Who Gave Him 5,000 Shares to 
Sell Says He Never Got Proceeds.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 29.—Judge Au- 
denreid, in Common Pleas Court, to-day 
fixed Monday for hearing an injunction 
suit brought by f£amuel L. Dunkle of 
Reading to restrain W. Henry Miller, 
transfer agent of the Bay State Gas Com- 
pany; A. O.. Brown & Co., and John W. 
Rhoades, assignee cf the latter concern, 
from transferring a certificate for 5,000 
shares of Bay State stock. 

According to the complaint, the stock 
is owned by tho complainant, having, it 
is alleged, been illegally obtained by 
Brown & Co. Dunkle alleges that on 
Aug. 12 he gave an order to Brown & 
Co.'s representatives in Reading to sell 
the stock at the highest market price ob- 
tainable on that day. In pursuance of 
this order Brown & Co.’s New York office 
reported to the Reading branch that they 
had disposed of the 5,000 shares in two 
blocks. Dunkle sent the certificate, with 
a power of attorney, to transfer the 
shares to the brokers’ offices in New 
York. Failing to receive the proceeds of 
the sale, Dunkle on Aug. 25 made a de- 
mand fcr it. The brokers replied that 
the certificate was not a good delivery 
and was in Philadelphia being split up 
and not having been received from the 
transfer agent here. 

On investigation at Brewn & Co.'s offic» 
in this city Dunkle says he learned that 
Lis certificate had been sent here for 
transfer and not to the alleged pur- 
chasers. 

Dunkle says the reported sale was 
never made by the brokers, but that the 
stock was obtained with intent to cheat 
and defraud.

MANY WANT HIM TO QUIT 


Few of His Constituents Know Him by 
Sight—Democrats Talk of Nomi- 
nating Joseph A. Sperry. 


The question whether Charles Newell 
fowler, present Representative from the 
Fifth Congressional District of New Jer- 
sey, shall -again represent the district 
hangs in the balance. As yet the Re- 
publicans of Union, Morris, and Warren 
Counties, constituting the Fifth District, 
are at sea whether to nominate some 
bne to succeed Mr. Fowler or keep their 
hands off, as they have done for the 
tast twelve years, and permit Mr. Fowler 
to steer his own canoe and return to Con- 
gress by his own efforts. 

The condition of affairs political tn the 
Fifth District as pertaining to Mr. Fowler 
ls unique. Although he was elected a 
member of the Fifty-fourth Congress and 
has served continuously up to this the 
Bixtieth Congress, he knows perhaps 
fewer men in Union County, his home, 
than any man living therein. Residents 
bf Warren County declare that they do 
aot know him even by sight and cannot 
vecall a visit from him to that county 
since he made his initial fight for Con- 
gress. Republicans regard him almost as 
tn alfen. 

In the earlier stages of Mr. Fowler's 
tareer in Congress he had the support 
of United States Senator John Kean, but 
s few years ago Fowler saw fit to de- 
bounce Kean in open meeting as: a 
political tyrant, since which time the re- 
ations between the two have been 
trained. When Fowler announced his 
tandidacy for the nomination to the 
>yresent Congress a determined effort was 
tnade to sidetrack him. The principal 
ppposition came from Morris County, 
which claimed to be entitled to the can- 
lidate, and wanted to nominate James 
Ww. McGraw. When Fowler came out 
ts a candidate it was without the back- 
ne of Senator Kean and his Neutenant, 
‘inion County Chairman Frank H. Smith, 
and others high up in the councils of 
Union County’s politics. In fact, these 
then made no secret of their.hostility, 
dne and all declaring that Mr.’ Fowler 
g@nored them.

BLIND WOMAN FELL OFF ROOF. 


Had Lived Alone Many Years, Though 
Having a Comfortable Income. 


Falling from the roof of the house 
where she lived at 172 West Sixty-fifth 
Street, yesterday morning, Mrs. Mary 
Reilly, 65 years old, was instantly killed.

—o. did not go to the new place with 

er. 

Since going to the Sixty-fifth Street 
house the woman had nothing to do with 
her neighbors, so that they ‘were unable 
to give the police any information. She 
paid one month’s rent—$238—in advance 
when she took the flat, 

About 5:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
several young women living in the house 
were awakened by the crashing of a num- 
ber of flower pots to the bottom of the 
airshaft. They were followed by the fall 
of a heavy body. Greatly frightened, one 
of the young women ran to the street and 
called a policeman, who found the bedy 
of the woman.

Information to this effect was 


conveyed to the correspondent of THE 
New York Times by Manager Gregor 


of the Opéra Comique. Herr Gregor a 
few weeks ago, as I cabled at the time, 
was contemplating legal measures to 


prevent Countess Labia’s appearance in 
America, on the ground that she had 


broken her contract in Berlin to accept 
Hammerstein's engagement. 

Manager Gregor now says that the 
prima donna, who will make her re- 
appearance in Berlin next week, has in 
the meantime settled her affairs with 
him amicably, and will continue in- 


definitely to sing at his theatre. 

Labia’s signature is attached to the 
contract with Herr Gregor, which has 
still several years to run, and the Ber- 
lin manager, who a little while ago was 
thoroughly discouraged at the prospect 
of losing his chief star, announces de- 
‘lightedly that she has changed her mind 
about New York and expects to warble 
in Friedrichstrasse until further notice. 


When the cable dispatch from Berlin 
containing Herr Gregor’s announcement 
that Countess Labia instead of coming 
to America would “ continue to warble 
in Friedrichstrasse until further no- 
tice “ was shown to Oscar Hammerstein 
at the Victoria Music Hall yesterday, 
Mr. Hammerstein silently produced the 
following telegram ‘from an _ inside 
pocket: 

Milan, Aug. 29. 
Returning to Berlin for fifteen per- 
formances and to settle difficulties. 

Will leave Paris for New York Oct. 22. 

(Signed) LABIA. 

Then Mr. Hammerstein. laughed, 

“You see this,” he said, “and you see 
what Gregor says. I have a contract 
with the Countess Labia under which 
she is to appear at the Manhattan Op- 
era House this season and I have no 
reason to believe that she is not com- 
ing. I have on the contrary her dis- 
patch saying that she is coming. She 
has received her advance in cash and I 
had a letter from her last Monday, 
dated from Verona in Italy, in which 
the Countess expressed her delight at 
having got over her difficulties with 
Gregor an- wrote of how much she was 
looking forward to appearing before the 
\American public.” 

“Tt is quite true,” Mr. Hammerstein 
went on, “that Countess Labia had a 
ffve-year continuous contract with Man- 


ager Gregor to appear at the Berlin 
Opéra Comique, but there was a clause 
in the contract that provided for her 
withdrawal if she paid a fine of 60,000 
marks ($15,000.) “This amount was 
deposited by her before leaving Berlin 
for Italy. In spite of that clause the 
German laws allow the manager to sue 
an artiste on the ground that she is 
evading her responsibilities to the pub- 
lic.” 

Mr, Hammerstein asked if he really 
thought Countess Labia would come 
over at the end of October with the 
other songbirds of his flock. 

“To be sure, I do,” he replied. “‘ They 
ali sald that Melba was not coming, but 
you seo how absurd that report was.

checks. The Statist considers that thts 
point is one which the sub-committee of 
the United States National Monetary Com- 
mission, which is now studying Euro- 
pean banking systems, could observe with 
some benefit. It says: 
“We are able, owing to the check sy@- 
tem, to work with a smaller gold reserve 
than would be considered possible were 
not the evidence convincing. We agree 
that our gold reserve is too small. In 
this journal we have been engaged for 
many years in uyging thé joint-stock 
banks to keep large gold reserves. But 
while the reserves are too small, the evi- 
dence is clear that, owing to the check 
system, the country can work with a 
much smaller gold reserve than would be 
deemed possible considering the magni- 
tude of our trade. How far the smallness 
of the United Kingdom has helped to 
make the use of the check almost uni- 
versal is worthy of study. Hc«w far also 
branch banks have dssisted is well worth 
the attention of the Commissioners. 
There is no doubt force in the argument 
that the area of the United States is so 
vast that branch banking in the English 
sense would be difficult, if not dangerous, 
It is to be recollected, however, that 
communication is now so easy that what 
seemed impossible a comparatively few 
years ago has become quite easy. In any 
case, the universality of the use of the 
check in this country and the economy 
of coin it effects are well deserving of 
the most- careful attention of the Com- 
missioners, 
“In the United States the cuuency of 
the country mainly consists of ‘ green- 
backs,’ gold and silver certificates, and 
bank notes. Here, as we have ust’ been 
pointing out, the currency nly con- 
sists of checks; at all oventa, it mainly 
consists of checks so far as the well-to- 
do classes are concerned. Everywhere 
&® man is known and trusted his check 
is taken freely, and in consequence the 
present writer has known more than 
one wealthy man who geeldom oarried 
either gold or notes about him, but paid 
for everything he bought by means of 
checks, even checks written on chance 
scraps of paper. On the Continent, 
on the other hand, the note wil] be found 
almost as universal as paper money is 
in the United States. Recently there has 
been a movement in Germany to encour- 
age the use of checks. Obviously, it 
would be an immense benefit to ‘Ger- 
many it the use of the check became 
universal. In France the use of the check 
is being inculcated by influential econo- 
me ists, But it is to be feared that it will 

ake @ very long time before the use of 
Fe check becomes at all general on the 
Continent, and particularly in France. In 
countries ‘which have still an inconvertible 


paper money, of course, paper is the only 
currency av ailable.’

Crop and Other Demands for Funds. 


Call money was quoted below 1 per 
cent. during the last week, and the time 
money market did not show any tendency 
on the part of rates to become firmer. 
Poesibly there is nothing surprising in 
all this, in spite of the advancing stock 
market, but sufficient progress has been 
made toward the harvesting of crops to 
make it possible that there will be a 
firmer tone for money within a yery short 
time. It is not alone for mofing crops 
that currency is needed. It is needed for 
the harvesting of the crops, and it ts 
then that small notes are in demand, par 
ticularly to pay farm hands and harvest 
hands. Bankers appear to take it for 
granted that there will be no stringency 
this Fall, that there will be no great 
firmness in rates, but there certainly will 
be the usual demand forcropmoving funds, 
unless as one result of the panic more 
money is being kept at home centres and 
less in New York and other central 
points. The fact that there is 6o little 
business doing, however, makes the sur- 
plus at the various large cities tremen- 
dous in some instances, and that in itself 
will prevent any serious results from crop 
demands. No one appears to be paying 
any special attention to the emergenoy 
circulation, for the very good reason that 
no One expects that there will be any 
emergency or that there will be any need 
for the new currency. 


Some Big Traders Hold Aloof. 

It is surprising what a large number of 
good traders are completely out of the 
market. One may get an idea of this 
from the heads of brokerage houses who 
are willing to talk, but there are many 
other ways of noting that fact. Some of 
them are out of the market because they 
made big profits during the panic, some 
because the reverse was the case and be- 
cause they do not feel that conditions are 
absolutely ripe for any extended specu- 
lation, some are out of the country, and 
altogether there is a limitation in the 
mumber of big traders who are available 
in promoting an extended market. The 
head of one house said yesterday that he 
has one customer on his books who is 
long of 500 shareS of stock. Just fifteen 
months ago his commitments reached 
almost 75,000 shares of stock, but he 
shows no tendency to trade in any heav- 
jer fashion, nor does the broker make 
any efforts to get him interested.

Connecticut Lawyer Makes Suggestions for Saner Auto Laws. 


Motorists throughout the United States 
point to the operation of the Connecticut 
law as the fairest and best statute that 
is recorded on the books of any State in 
the Union. Walter 8S, Schutz, the coun- 
sel of the Connecticut Automobile Asso- 
ciation, was more influential in securing 
the adoption of the Connecticut law than 
any other man in the State, While there 
are some points wherein improvement on 
the Connecticut code has been suggested, 
autoists far and wide would welcome the 
general adoption of the Connecticut meas- 
ure. Mr. Schutz is one of the bitterest 
denouncers of reckless driving among au- 
tomobilists, and yet believes that Con- 
necticut’s experience proves that reckless 
driving can be controlled witout unduly 
restricting the legitimate driver. He out- 
lines the proper aim of further legisla- 
tion as follows: 


“There are four alms which the model 
automobile law should strive to attain. 
It should provide for proper identifica- 
tion of a car, the control of the operator, 
provision against reckless driving, and 
the prevention of speed traps. Limitation 
of speed was the sole object of early 
statutes. Identification of the car fol- 
lowed, and then the control and responsi- 
bility of the individual operator became 
the alm. In the near future revenue will 
be the principal end in view, since rev- 
enue will be necessary to repair damage 
to the roads caused by high-powered ve- 
hicles, and keep the present roads in re- 
pair and construct new ones. The speed 
traps have been proved of no avail since 
they trap motorists who commit tech- 
nical violations and allow speed maniacs 
who drive recklessly to the public danger 
to escape in their high-powered machines,

Jan Blockx, the composer, was born at 
Antwerp in 1851, and his first taste 
of music a choir boy in his native 
city. Subsequently he was a pupil at the 
Antwerp School of Music. 

At an early age he composed a number 
of songs in the old Flemish style which 
at once became popular, Next he 
sayed chamber music and cantatas, 
ducing four successful works of th¢ 
ter kind—* Het Droom van t’Paradies,” 
‘De Klokke Roelandt,” 
and ‘Op den Stroom.” With the 
opera ‘‘Iets Vergeten” he made his 
Dutch cities and has everywhere met with 
début as a dramatic composer in 1877. 

Having finished his musical education 
at the Leipsic Conservatorium, he 
tled at Antwerp, where, in 1886, he 
tained the position of teacher at the lo- 
cal conservatory. After being made 
rector of the “Cercle Artistique,’’ he, in 
1902, succeeded Benoit, the pioneer of the 
National Flemish movement in music, as 
Director of the Antwerp Conservatory. 

Fame first came to Blockx through the 
ballet ‘‘ Milenka,”” which was given with 
great success at the Théatre la Mon- 
naie at Brussels in 1886. After 
his comic opera, ‘‘ Maitre Mar 
formed also at Brussels, in 1892 

“Princess d’Auberge,”’ 
years later, was welcomed with 
asm throughout his native land, 
made Blockx’s fame secure. But he has 
not rested on the laurels won by 
work to be given next season at the Man- 
hattan.

Care of Cut Flowers. 


HE successful carrying of cut flow- 
ers from country to town or from 
one country place to another is a 

problem that the average person never 
seems to solve, and even gardeners do 
not display special gifts in that direction. 
Too many flowers profusely dampened 
are placed in pasteboard boxes that rap- 
idly become damp and sodden and col- 
lapse, to fall in pleces. Wooden or tin 
boxes are preferable, as they retain the 
moisture and also their shape, but when 
pasteboard boxes are chosen a layer of 
cotton wool over and under the flowers, 
followed by oiled paper and then by damp 
tissue next the dampened blooms, is the 
best way of keeping them 

The freshest flowers only should be se- 

lected, all superfluous foliage should be 

removed, and each stem wrapped in 
moistened cotton wool. Large flowers 
should be laid so as to lle at the sides of 
the box and at each end, the middle peing 
reserved for small flowers. Twists of 
dampened tissue arranged around the 
flowers and their stems are useful in

Provided, 
hat such naturalization or resumption 

kes place during the minority of the 
iehild: And provided further, That the 
citizenship of such minor child shall be- 

n at the time such minor child begins 
F reside permanently in the United 
®tates. The Naturalization Laws say 
that the children of persons who now are 
wr have been citizens of the United States 
ere, though born out of the limjts and 
gurisdiction of the, United States, consid- 
ered as citizens thereof. Also that the 
children of persons who have been duly 
maturalized, being under the age of twen- 
ty-one years at the time of the naturali- 

tion of their parents, shall, if dweting 

n the United States, be considered citl- 
wens thereof. 

From the above you will see that it is 
mot necessary for you to take out naturali- 

ation papers, as you are already a citi- 

en of the United States, if your father 

was an American citizen at the time of 
your birth. The fact that he married a 
Scotchwoman would make no difference, 
gs she acquired American citizenship by 
marriage with your father. Children of 
oreigners are aliens until the parents 
ave become naturalized.
